Silbert  for  their  contribution  of  a  limited  edition 
of  ten  seriographs  by  the  renowned  Israeli  artist 
Shlomo  Katz  in  honor  of  the  50th  anniversary  of 
the  ordination  of  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich. 

The  ten  seriographs  form  a  Passover  Portfolio 
and  include  depictions  of  The  Seder;  Moses  in 
the  Basket;  The  Burning  Bush;  Let  My  People 
Go;  Ten  Plagues;  The  Exodus;  The  Ten  Com¬ 
mandments;  The  Four  Sons;  Who  Knows 
One...?;  Next  Year  in  Jerusalem. 

The  series  is  hung  in  the  corridor  outside  the 
Rabbi’s  Study  on  the  second  floor  of  the  new 
building.  The  mats  for  each  of  the  prints  are  in 
themselves  works  of  art,  both  complementing  and 
enhancing  the  artist’s  vision. 

Born  in  Lodz,  Poland  50  years  ago,  Katz 
emigrated  to  Israel  at  the  age  of  8.  His  talent  for 
drawing  was  apparent  early,  and  as  a  young  man 
he  went  to  Paris  to  study  art  at  the  Ecole  de  Beaux 
Arts.  He  developed  his  own  style  of  oil  painting 
on  a  gilded  metal  surface,  the  result  calling  to  mind 
medieval  icons  or  oriental  miniatures.  The 
seriographs  of  the  Passover  Portfolio  are  similar 
in  style  to  the  technique  he  uses  in  his  oil  paintings. 

The  next  time  you  are  in  the  building,  take  the 
elevator  to  the  second  floor  and  view  this  original 
group  of  prints.

Scholar-In-Residence 
At  Shabbaton 


Dr.  Pinchas  H.  Peli 

Dr.  Pinhas  H.  Peli,  a  leader  in  the  intellectual 
and  religious  life  of  Israel,  will  be  the  Scholar- 
In-Residence  at  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
Shabbaton,  Friday,  January  16  through  Saturday, 
January  17,  1987. 

Dr.  Peli  will  deliver  the  Dorothy  Tager  Lec¬ 
tures  at  the  Shabbaton,  These  lecturers  are  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Dorothy  Tager  Education  Fund,  a 
living  memorial  to  Dorothy  Tager  who  was  an 
active  participant  in  the  Adult  Education  Program 
at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 

The  subject  Dr.  Peli  will  explore,  “The  Crisis 
of  Jewish  Unity” ,  will  focus  on  the  religious  life 
in  Israel,  its  history  and  the  variety  of  beliefs  that 
separate  Jews  in  the  Jewish  state.  And  then,  us¬ 
ing  Israel  as  the  prime  example,  he  will  discuss 
the  unity  of  the  Jewish  people  throughout  the 
world. 

Born  in  Jerusalem,  Dr.  Peli  is  well-known 
throughout  the  Jewish  world  as  an  author,  poet, 
editor,  scholar  and  lecturer.  His  latest  two  books 
are  On  Repentance  and  Shabbat  Shalom.  For 
many  years  he  served  as  editor-in-chief  of  Panim- 
elPanim  (Face-to-Face) ,  a  Hebrew  weekly  of  news 
and  views,  and  he  is  now  program  editor  for  Israel 
radio  and  TV  on  Jewish  themes  and  the  writer 
of  the  weekly  “Torah  Today”  column  in  the 
Jerusalem  Post.  He  served  as  editor-in-chief  of 
the  Encyclopaedia  Judaica  Year  Book  and  of  the 
Jerusalem  Quarterly  for  Literature.  He  is  also 
on  the  editorial  board  of  Immanuel ,  a  publica¬ 
tion  of  religious  thought  and  research  in  Israel. 

Dr.  Peli  is  the  Norbert  Blechner  Professor  in 
Jewish  Values  at  Ben-Gurion  University.  He  has 
served  as  a  visiting  professor  at  Cornell,  Brandeis, 
Yeshiva  University,  and  the  University  of  Notre 
Dame.

Who  We  Are 

December  is  a  month  that  poses  more  problems 
and  more  possibilities  for  Jews  than  most  other 
months.

Hanukkah  comes,  accordingly,  late:  the 
first  candle  to  be  lit  on  December  26.  December 
26— enough  said? 

Catalogues  have  been  arriving  in  the  mail  for 
months.  The  Thanksgiving  Day  Parade  has  just 
marched  down  Central  Park  West  with  a  flourish, 
setting  the  tone  for  the  season.  The  Hanukkah 
season? 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  month  of  December 
is  celebrated  by  Christian  Americans  with  great 
beauty  and  that  the  streets  and  the  stores  are 
something  wonderful  to  behold.  But  one  can  look 
and  appreciate  and  still  go  back  home  and  say:

Let  us  not  be  embarrassed  to  speak  out  for 
Hanukkah  recognition,  certainly  at  home,  but  also 
in  the  schools  and  the  office,  in  banks  and  in 
hospitals,  wherever  there  is  public  recognition 
of  the  seasons  festivals. 

Let  us  be  thankful  that  we  have  Hanukkah. 
Though  December  poses  certain  problems  to  us, 
Hanukkah  miraculously  provides  us  with  their 
solution. 

Happy  Hanukkah  to  you  all!

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HOW  TO  CELEBRATE  HANUKKAH 


The  holiday  of  Hanukkah  is  celebrated  for  eight 
days,  beginning  with  the  25th  day  of  the  month 
of  Kislev.  This  year  Hanukkah  begins  on  Friday 
night,  December  26  and  continues  until  sundown 
on  Saturday,  January  3. 

On  each  of  the  eight  nights  we  kindle  the  lights 
in  the  menorah,  or  Hanukkiah,  to  commemorate 
the  miraculous  victory  of  the  Jews  over  the  Syrian 
Greeks  during  the  second  century  B.C.E.  In  the 
Talmud  the  Rabbis  tell  a  story  which  symbolizes 
the  victory  on  the  battlefield.  A  small  cruse  of 
oil  was  found  when  the  Temple  was  rededicated 
which  miraculously  lasted  for  eight  days.  Just  as 
a  small  amount  of  oil  cast  a  great  deal  of  light, 
so  did  a  few  Jews  stand  against  the  many  and  the 
mighty  in  order  to  preserve  their  faith. 

How  are  the  Hanukkah  lights  kindled?  A 
candelabrum  is  used  —  Note:  the  Sisterhood  Gift 
Shop  has  many  varied  and  beautiful  menorahs 
for  sale  which  are  suitable  for  use  on  this  joyous 
holiday!  —which  has  places  for  eight  lights,  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  a  place  for  a  ninth  light  called  the 
shamash.  Generally  wax  candles  are  used, 
although  some  menorahs  are  made  to  be  used  with 
olive  oil  and  a  wick.  On  the  first  evening,  the  first 
candle  is  placed  on  the  right  side  of  the  menorah . 
Then  on  each  succeeding  night,  a  candle  is  add¬ 
ed  to  the  left .  The  shamash  is  lit  first  and  the  pro¬ 
per  blessings  are  said: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Ha- 
olam,  asher  kidshanu  b’mitzvotav  v’tzivanu 
l’hadlik  ner  shel  Hanukkah. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  made  us  holy  through  His 
commandments  and  who  has  commanded  us 
to  kindle  the  Hanukkah  light. 

Then, 

Barukah  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Ha- 
olam,  she-asah  nisim  la-avotainu  ba-yamim 
ha-hem  baz-man  hazeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  performed  miracles  for  our 
ancestors  in  those  days,  at  this  time. 

On  the  first  night  only,  Sheheheyanu  is  added: 


Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Ha- 
olam,  sheheheyanu  v’kee-y’manu  v’hee-gee- 
anu  lazman  hazeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  sustained 
us  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 

and  then  the  shamash  is  used  to  kindle  that  even¬ 
ing’s  lights.  The  kindling  always  starts  on  the  left 
with  the  candle  which  has  been  added  for  the  new 
day  and  continues  by  moving  on  to  the  right.  On 
Friday  night,  the  Shabbat  candles  are  lit  after  the 
Hanukkah  lights  are  kindled. 

The  menorah  is  often  placed  at  a  window,  if 
practical,  to  give  public  recognition  to  God’s 
deliverance  of  the  Jews.  Special  attention  should 
be  paid  to  the  children’s  involvement  in  kindling 
the  lights.  In  many  families  more  than  one 
menorah  is  lit,  the  children  lighting  their  own. 
Many  customs  have  become  identified  with 
Hanukkah  in  addition  to  the  kindling  of  the 
menorah,  which  greatly  adds  to  the  festivities. 
Parties— and  everyone  should  come  to  the  par¬ 
ties  at  the  synagogue— with  good  food,  singing, 
dancing  and  lighting  of  candles.  Latkes  (potato 
pancakes)  are  a  traditional  food,  while  is  Israel, 
sufganiyot  (doughnuts)  have  become  a  custom. 
Both  are  cooked  in  oil,  one  of  the  major  symbols 
of  Hanukkah.  Children  enjoy  playing  with  the 
dreidel  (a  four  sided  top  with  four  letters  on  it: 
nun,  gimel,  heh  and  shin).  The  letters  on  the 
dreidel  are  interpreted  to  mean  Nes  Gadol  Hayah 
Sham  —  “a  great  miracle  happened  there” . 

And  here  in  the  United  States,  Hanukkah  has 
become  an  occasion  to  exchange  gifts,  especial¬ 
ly  for  the  children.  Be  sure  to  take  advantage  of 
our  wonderful  Gift  Shop  which  has  suitable  gifts 
for  everyone  on  your  Hanukkah  gift  list. 

The  Gift  Shop  will  extend  its  hours  to  accom¬ 
modate  the  congregation  prior  to  Hanukkah:  On 
Sunday,  December  14  and  21,  the  Gift  Shop  Will 
be  open  from  10  a. m.  to  2  p.m.  and  on  Friday, 
December  19  and  26  from  11  a.m.  to  3  p.m.  It 
will  be  open  usual  hours,  11  a.m.  to  5  p.m. ,  Mon¬ 
day  through  Thursday,  December  15-18  and  Mon¬ 
day  through  Wednesday,  December  22-24.
